TFIE  COMMITTEE,  appointed  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Friends  and  <^a!iscribers  of  the  London  Gaelic 
Chapel,  held  at  the  Fieeniasons'  Tavern,  an  M'ednestlay, 
the  1  ^th  Day  of  September  1 809,  for  managing  the 
Jiff  airs  of  the  said  Institution,  have  great  Sal  is)  act  ion 
in  submitting  to  the  Donors,  Subscribers,  and  regularly 
paying  Sitters,  the  following  Report: — ■ 

1  OUR  COMIMITTEE,  iu  reporting  upon  the  State  of  the  LondoH 
Giiehc  Clrapei,  cannot  help  congratulating  this  Meeting  on  the  present 
prosperous  Appearance  of  its  Affairs;  anU  as  the  utility  of  this  well  intea- 
tioned  Institution  is  demoustrated,  by  the  laudable  and  increasing  interest 
clearly  perceivable,  not  only  amongst  llie  Highlanders  resident  in  and  ueair 
this  great  Metropolis,  but  amongst  many  others,  to  benefit  by  the  Rgligious 
Instruction  afforded  through  this  medium,  your  Committee  strongly  recom- 
mend every  possible  exertion  to  remove  the  Obstacles  presented  to  the  com- 
pletion of  your  undertaking,  by  the  remote  situation  and  rather  mean  ap- 
pearance of  the  present  Chapel,  which  to  a  few  have  occasioned  some 
degree  of  unwillingness  to  become  permanent  Sitters  therein. 

The  continual  Succession,  however,  of  new  faces,  manv  of  whom  are  from 
tlie  most  respectable  class  of  Highlanders,  affords  the  strongest  proof,  that 
l^hcu  a  proper  Chapel  is  built  in  a  central  situation,  the  Congregation  of  the 
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London  Gaelic  Chapel  will  be  both  respectable  and  numerous  and  will, 
bv  their  orderly  Conduct,  as  INIenibers  of  Society,  and  their  virtuous  conduct 
as  Men,  prove  their  sincerity  and  zeul  in  the  professions  and  duties  of 
oui  sacred  Religion, 

Satisfied  as  your  Committee  are,  ,that  it  requires  neither  any  argument 
nor  inducement,  which  Ihey  can  hold  out,  to  create  and  stimulate  your 
exertions  in  tlie  cause  of  Religion,  they  will  at  once  detdil  to  you  their  pro- 
ceedings in  discharge  of  the  important  duty  entrusted  to  tiiem,  reserving 
to  themselves  the  privilege  of  a  few  toncludiug  observations. 

In  proceeding  with  this  detail,  it  will  be  necessary  to  state,  that  the 
Reveiend  Duncan  Robertson,  in  the  month  oi April  I8O9,  published, 
with  the  approbation  and  sanction  of  many  respectable  characters,  and 
particularly  of  many  of  the  Members  of  the  London  Highland  Society,  a 
Prospectus  for  opening  a  Chapel  in  this  Metropolis,  where  Divine  Service 
might  be  performed  alternately  in  the  Gaelic  and  Englisli  Languages,  in 
which  he  proposed  othciating  for  the  first  half  year  GRATIS;  and  with  this 
view  also  hired  a  Chapel,  in  which  Divine  Service  commenced  on  the  25th 
day  of  June  following.  The  Congregation,  however,  soon  became  so 
numerous,  that  many  of  the  Friends  and  Supporters  of  the  Undertaking 
recommended  a  General  Meeting,  which  was  accordingly  held  at  the  Free- 
masons'Taxern,  on  the  13lh  of  6VjiYc??/itT  ISOf). 

7^he  first  oliject  which  engaged  the  attention  of  this  highly  respectable 
and  numerous  Meeting,  was  the  consideration  of  the  Prospectus  already 
alluded  to,  the  preamble  of  which  runs  thus. — 

"  The  expediency  and  necessity  of  opening  a  Chapel,  in  a  central  situation 
in  the  Metropolis,  where  Divine  Service  should  be  performed  alternately 
in  the  Gaelic  and  English  languages,  for  the  religious  instruction  of  High- 
landers, and  especially  the  poorer  classes  of  them  residing  therein  and  in  its 
vicinity,  have  been  long  felt  and  acknowledged.  It  is  belie\ed  that  the 
number  of  Highlanders  residing  in  London  and  its  environs  exceeds  those 
who  reside  in  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh  in  the  proportion  of  three  to  one; 
yet  in  each  of  these  Cities  there  are  two  Gaelic  Chapels. 

"There  is  also  a  great  number  of  Highland  Soldiers  and  Sailors  con- 
stantly passing  through  London,  many  of  whom  have  frequently  occasion 
to  remain  in  it  a  considerable  lime.  Moreover  the  influx  of  Highlanders  to 
the  Metropolis  is  yearly  increasing.  From  not  sufficiently  understanding 
English,  from  j)rejudice  in  favour  ot  their  uati\c  language,  or  from  inability 
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to  pay  for  seats,  a  vast  propoiticu  of  ll-.o^e  seldom  or  never  frcqiKiit 
any  place  of  public  worsliiir.  This  was  a  matter  ileeply  to  be  deplored* 
and  loiidiy  culled  for  a  Sj>eedy  remedy.  lu.lependeiitly  oi'the  spiritual 
Benefits,  wlileli  must  result  fVom  estabiisliing  a  Gaelic  Chapel  in  London, 
there  are  obviously  inany  others,  though  far  iuferior,  which  would  neither 
be  undesirable  nor  uncongenial  to  tiie  feelings  of  Highlanders. 

''Under  these  circun)3tance_s  therefore,  ynd  with  a  view  to  promote  and 
establish  an  Instil  ution,  which  has  for  its  basis  an  Object  so  Benevolent, 
so  Charitable,  and  so  Cluistian,  as  the  religious  instruction  of  a  numeroui 
and  useful  class  of  people,  many  ot'whoni,  for  ihe  reasons  already  mentioned, 
have  been  almost  v.hnlly  deprived  of  so  invaluable  a  blessing,  a  small  Chapel 
was  upwards  of  three  months  ago  engaged  in  Dartmouth  Afreet,  JVfdniin- 
sttr,  where  Divine  Service  has  been  regularly  performed  in  the  Gddic  aud 
English  alteruateiy,  by  the  Kev.  Duncan  Robertson,  a  regularly  or- 
dained Minister  of  tlte  Church  of  Scotland." 

After  duly  weighing  the  strong  arguments  and  cogent  reasons  held  out 
in  the  Preamble,  and  sensible  of  the  important  advantages  that  would  ne- 
cessarily result  from  tl;e  pernr.ment  establibhment  of  a  Giit-iic  Clia])el  in 
London,  the  Meeting,  in  order  to  carry  into  eifect  this  desirable  object, 
unanimously  adopted  (Dr,  iMackinnon  in  the  chair)  the  foilouing 
Resolutions :  — 

"  1st.— That  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  carrying  into  efiect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  a  Commfttee  of  Management,  to  regulate  the 
affairs  of  the  Chapel,  be  now  appointed,  and  aftei  w  uids  annually  chosen, 
aud  that  the  said  Conmiittee  do  consist  of  the  following  fifteen  Gentlemen, 
of  "bom  Five  shall  be  a  Qtiorum,  viz.

*  This  remark  has,  since  the  opening  of  tlie  present  Chapel,  l)een  verified  in 
the  fullest  extent  Several  persons,  who  were  not"  iormcrly  connected  with  any 
place  of  public  Worship,  are  now  regular  Sitters  in  the  Chapel.  Numbers  of 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  are  a!so  frequently  in  the  Chapel,  who,  on  these  occasions, 
testify  their  Gratitude  to  lieavcR  fjr  this  Religious  Estaiilishmcnt. 

*  '2d. — 'Ihat 
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««2cl. — That  all  Office-bearers  be  Members  of  the  Committee,  and  that  a 
certain  number  of  Honorary  Members,  whom  the  Committee  are  liereby 
authorized  to  name,  be  added,  whose  attendance  shall  be  required  only  on 
questions  of  importance. 

"3d. — That  the  Committee  be  empowered  to  elect  all  necessary  Officers; 
to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accompts;  to  direct  the  application  asui  investment 
of  monies  in  Public  Securities;  to  order  the  payment  of  Salatiesand  Contin- 
gencies; and  to  regulate  generally  the  Affairs  of  the  Lislitntion. 

«.  4tli. — That  to  provide  against  unforeseen  inconvenience,  the  following 
Gentlemen  be  appointed  Treasurers  for  the  time  being,  in  order  that,  in 
the  event  of  the  death  of  one,  the  other  two  may  hold  controul  over  the 
money  in  their^  or  either  of  their,  hands,  vi::. — Dr.  MACKINNON,  of  John 
Street,  Adelphi;  Alexander  Lamd,  Esq.  of  Aldersgate  Street;  and  Mr. 
Donald  Clrrik,  of  the  Haymarket,  (who  is  to  be  the  Acting  Treasurer). 

"  5th. — That  Mr,  Malcolm  Currie,  of  the  Haymarket,  be  appointed 
Secretary  for  the  time  being." 

In  respect  that  there  are  many  Highlanders  in  London,  who  may  be 
friendly  to  this  Institution,  but  who,  from  not  being  sufficiently  acquainted 
with  the  Gaelic,  to  enable  them  to  enjoy  the  full  benefit  of  Divine  Worship 
performed  in  that  language;  and  that  there  are  others,  to  whom  the  Gaelic 
is  perfectly  intelligible,  but  whose  Families  are  imacfiuaintcd  with  it ;  it 
is,  therefore,  desirable  that  an  opportunity  should  be  afforded  to  all  such 
Persons  to  hear  the  Gospel  preached  in  that  language  which  they  do  under- 
stand, witliont  being  under  the  necessity  of  dividing  their  families,  by  at- 
tending different  places  of  worship ;  the  Meeting  having  duly  considered 
this  important  Circumstance,  resolved, 

"  (ith. — That  Divine  Service  be  performed  every  Lord's  Day  in  the  Chapel, 
agreeably  to  the  forms  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  ;  and  that  it  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Rev.  Duncan  Robertson  to  deliver  a  Gaelic  and  an 
English  Discourse  in  Succession  on  the  same  Morning;  and  that,  in  the  place 
pf  an  Afternoon  Service  as  heretofore,  he  do  sulistitute  an  Evening  Lecture 
jn  the  English  Language.  The  whole  of  the  service  to  be  hi  strict  conformity 
to  the  established  Church  of  Scotland. 

"  7fh. — That  the  Sacrament  of  the  Supjier  be  duly  administered  at  least 
pnce  every  half  year. 

"  8th. — That  there  be  a  certain  number  of  Pews  in  the  Chapel  allot  led  for 
the    acconnnodation    of  poor    People,    and  especially    for   Soldiers  and 

Sailors, 
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Sailors,  wlio  may  occasionally  reside  in  or  transiently  pass  through  the 
Metropolis. 

"  9tli. — ^That  in  the  event  of  a  Vacancy  in  the  otiice  of  the  Ministry,  the 
power  of  appointing  a  snctessor  be  vested  in  the  Majority  of  the  Subsciib- 
ers  and  regularly  paying  Sitters  actually  present  on  the  occasion;  the  Cha- 
pel having  been  kept  open  half  a  year,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  Candidates 
an  Opportunity  of  preaciiing  occasionally,  and  of  proving  their  fitness  fur 
so  important  and  so  sacred  an  Otfice. 

♦'  lot!). — That  the  Clergyman  of  the  Gaelic  Chapel  in  London  be  a  regu- 
larly ordained  Minister  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  who  has  been  educated 
at  one  of  the  Scottish  Universities,  and  licensed  and  ordained  by  a  Scottish 
Presbytery. 

"  1 1th. — ^Tliat,  for  the  regular  and  permanent  Support  of  this  Establish- 
ment, a  Book  be  opened  for  the  Signatures  of  the  Gentlemen  now  present 
as  Donors,  Life  or  Annual  Subscribers,  in  which  shall  be  specified  the  various 
Donations  and  Rates  paid  for  Seats,  agreeably  to  the  subjoined  Schedule. 
And  that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  and  directed  to  apply  for  the  aid 
and  ASSISTANCE  of  all  Highlanders  and  benevolent  Christians  in  general  to 
this  laudable  and  useful  undertaking. 

"  12th. — That  all  Subscriptions  lo  the  Gaelic  Chapel  for  the  current  half 
year  be  paid  as  soon  as  convenient,  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurers;  and 
that  quarterly  payments  be  hereafter  made  in  advance,  (as  is  usual)  leaving 
it,  however,  to  the  option  of  such  of  the  Members  as  shall  be  so  disposed  to 
pay  at  once  for  the  current  year. 

"  13th. — That  a  Dunatiuii  otO/ie  Iliauhed  Otiineas  or  vpzvards  to  this  In- 
stitution do  constitute  a  Subscriber  for  Life,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
Five  Fufes  upon  all  general  questions.  That  a  Donation  oi  Fifty  Guineas 
do  constitute  a  Subscriber  also  for  Life,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  Three 
Votes.  Tiiat  a  Donation  of  Twenty-iive  Guineas  do  coustitute  a  Sub- 
scriber hkewise  for  Life,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  Tuo  Votes.  And  that 
a  Donation  ofTen  Guineas  do  constitute  a  SUBSCRIBER  for  Life,  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  One  Vole." 

The  Meeting,  being  fully  sensible  that  it  is  highly  essential  to  the  success 
of  an  infant  Institution,  that  its  early  progress  should  not  be  markefl  by  any 
degree  of  Languor,  but  that  every  expedient  Measure,  should  be  embraced 
villi  Frcniptitude,  and  carried  on  with  that  ardent  Zeal,  and  persevering 
Spirit,  uliicli  so  peculiarly  distinguish  Highlanders,  resolved, 

«  i4th.--That 
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«  14th. — ^Tha!  i!  he  reroinniended  to  the  Gnutlen^cn  linw  asFciijbled,  Ttiid 
to  nil  others  iVkmllv  to  this  Isistitiitioii,  not  only  to  tk-Hver  to  tlio  Secretary 
the  names  and  places  ot  ;t<)ode  of  all  persons  ot'i>oth  Sexes,  whom  they  con- 
sider attached  to,  or  intere:>ted  in  this  national  Undertiiting  (In  order  that 
fhey  may  he  furnished  vvith  a  Prospectus),  hut  also  to  heconie  active  Can- 
vassers in  their  respective  Cirdos  of  Acqiraintance,  for  the  further  Sujinorf 
of  this  iraportant  ai-d  pious  Caa-e. 

"  loth.— Tliat  it  be  competent  for  the  Conniiiltpe  to  add  to  these  Regu- 
lations, such  otlsers  as  may  appear  lo  thent  to  promote  the  Prospeiity  and 
Interest  of  the  Chapel."

Your  Committee  have  also  received,  with  mingled  sentiments  of  gratitude 
iand  admiration,  from  Adam  Cameron,  Esq.  an  account  of  the  generous 
and  hberal  Subscriptions  by  tiie  Deacons  of  Paramaribo,  and  of  the  dif- 
ferent Divisions  on  the  Rivers  in  the  Colony  ofSunnai)/ ;  and  they  cannot  but 
gratefully  admire  that  spirit  of  universal  Love  and  Charity  so  eminently  dis- 
played by  these  benevolent  Foreigners,  which  dictated  this  Christian  and 
charitable  act,  which  could  not  proceed  from  any  cause  or  motive 
whatever,  but  from  a  sincere  desire  and  ardent  zeal  for  propagating  and 
^Dreading  our  Heavenly  Religion,  the  true  end  and  design  of  which  is  to 
make  men  wiser  and  better,  improve  and  exalt  human  nature,  and  to  teach 
men  to  love  and  imitate  God  and  the  Saviour  of  the  World  in  their 
imitable  perfections,  and  finally  to  make  them  partakers  of  Heaven,  where 
there  is  neither  care  nor  pain,  but  joy  for  ever  more. 

In  noticing  this  unparalleled  act  of  Benevolence,  your  Committee  feel,

"  The  sentiments  of  Christian  Brotherly  Love,  and  the  desire  and  eager- 
ness to  afford  assistance,  which  you  are  pleased  to  say,  the  actions  and 
decrees  of  the  Members  of  this  Worshipful  Assembly  have  invariably  mani- 
fested, and  whose  cordial  support  you,  of  course,  had  a  right  to  expect,  iu

Your  Committee  have  here  to  observe  that  though  a  deficiency  appears 
at  present  in  the  Fund  arising  from  the  seats,  f  o  meet  the  consequent  expen- 
diture attending  the  performance  of  Divine  Service  in  the  Chapel,  yet  this 
deficiency  will  be  made  good,  and  a  small  surplus  created,  when  the  arrears 
of  rent  for  tlie  seats  now  outstanding  are  paid;  and  as  your  Committee  ars 
persuaded  that  the  accumulation  of  these  arrears  are  not  to  be  attributed  to 
any  want  of  either  regularity  or  zeal  in  the  Congregation,  but  entir-ely  to  a 
defective  mode  of  collection,  your  Committee  recommend,  that  a  prope-r 
person  be  appointed  to  collect  the  rents  of  the  seats,  and  that  the  Sitters  be 
solicited  to  pay  a  quaitei's  reut  in  advance,  agreeably  to  the  usage  adopted

in  other  Chapels  in  the  Metropolis;  and  ihisis  the  more  ncccssarj-,  iii  oiflei' 
to  enable  your  Cominittee  to  judge  of,  and  regulate  the  allowauce  to  b^ 
made  to  the  Minister,  6cc. 

During  the  progress,  which  this  Institution  has  made  for  the  last  year> 
nothing  can  prove  its  Utility  more  than  the  Ileadincss  and  Zeal,  which  have 
already  been  displayed  in  support  of  it.  The  Subscrij)tion  Roll,  with  hardly 
a  single  exception,  has  been  successful  wherever  it  has  been  presented. 
And,  when  it  is  considered  that  it  has  not  yet  travelled  but  a  short  dittance 
froia  the  residence  of  the  Secretary,  your  Committee  will  surely  be  permitted 
to  believe,  that  the  Subscription?^  that  may  be  reasonably  expected  from 
various  Quarters  of  the  kingdonj,  and  even  from  many  places  abroad,  to 
which  no  opportunity  has  yet  occurred  of  making  any  application,  are  merely 
in  their  infancy.  Contemplating  these  pleasing  prospects,  your  Committee 
will  here  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting,  as  soon  as  the  objects  of  the  Gaelic! 
Chapel  are  finally  accomplished,  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  School  in 
Connection  therewith,  on  a  Scale  proportionable  to  the  Funds,  that  may  at 
that  period' be  either  un.ippropriated,  or  expected. 

Gratefully  thankful  as  your  Committee  are  for  the  unprecedented  support, 
which  this  Institution  has  already  met  with  from  a  generous  Public,  yet  in 
the  midst  of  this  success,  they  cannot  he!>>,  without,  in  the  most  remote 
degree,  undervaluing  the  bounty  of  others,  adverting  to  the  particular  conduct 
of  Mr.  Orderson,  the  Editor  of  theBarbadoes  Mercury.  This  gentleman, 
wholly  unconnected  with  the  Highlands,  and  a  Stranger  to  the  Gaelic 
Language,  has  published  Gratis  in  his  extensively  circulated  Paper,  the 
Original  Prosj)ectus,  together  with  various  other  Advertisements  connected 
therewith.  Had  he  made  a  regular  charge,  the  expences  would  have 
amounted  to  a  very  considerable  Sum.  Under  these  circumstances,  your 
Conmiittee  would  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  this  Meeting,  to  order  a 
piece  of  Plate,  with  an  appropriate  Inscription  in  Gaelic,  expressive  of  the 
high  sense,  the  Meeting  entertains  of  his  disinterested  Assistance  to  the  Cha- 
pel, to  be  presented  to  Mr.  Orderson. 

In  returning  to  tiie  mention  ol"  the  Benefits  which  this  Institution  has 
derived  from  the  Services  and  Zeal  of  the  Rev.  Duncan  Robertson, 
your  Committee  have  to  request  your  particular  Attention  to  the  cir- 
cumstance of  this  Gentleman's  having  served  the  Chapel  Gratis,  from 
the  '25th  Day  of  June  ISOp  to  the  Christinas  following.  In  consi('er.ition  of 
which  your  Committee  recoBmiend  that  a  Vote  -of  Thanks,  and  some 

other 
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other*  Token  of  their  Respect  be  presented  to  him,  expressive  of  their 
Sense  of  his  pious  and  assiduous  Discharge  of  the  Duties  of  a  Minister. 

Your  Committee,  though  they,  as  before  observed,  feel  it  unnecessary  to 
urge  to  tliis  Meeting  any  gencr:il  argupients  in  favour  of  Religious  Establish- 
ments, yet  think  it  light,  in  addition  to  those  already  mentioned,  in  the 
introduction  to  the  Resolutions  to  recommend  to  Highlanders  the  diligent 
Cultivation  of  the  Gaelic  Language,  under  the  Meridian  Sun  of  the  British 
Metropolis;  and  they  do  this  from  a  thorough  Conviction,  that  while  a 
Knowledge  of  this  Language,  which  once  universally  prevailed  over  the 
West  of  Europe,  will  tend  to  unravel  and  explahi,  in  many  important  In- 
stances,. Topography  and  ancient  Monuments,  which  have  hitherto  eluded 
the  Researches  of  the  Antiquarian,  and  the  Man  of  Science ;  it  will  also 
forward  the  Cause  of  true  Religion  :  for  whatever  weakens  or  overthrows 
the  ingenious  but  delusive  Theories  of  ihe  Atheist  and  Sceptic,  on  ratioiral 
principles,  caimot  fail  of  being  serviceable  to  Christianity. 

When,  therefore,  the  Language  in  which  OssiAN  composed  Poems, 
V/hich,  even  in  the  Garb  of  a  Translation,  equalled,  and,  in  some  instances^ 
excelled,  according  to  the  ophiion  of  the  best  Critics,  the  innnortal  Works 
of  Homer,  Virgil,  Milton,  and  Tasso,  becomes  more  generally  known  among 
the  Learned,  it  is  not  presumptuous  to  believe  that  important  discoveries 
will  be  made,  and  that  the  World  will  see  with  astonishment,  that  the  patri- 
archal Hebrew  and  the  Language  of  the  unlettered  Inhabitants  of  the  rude 
and  barren  Mountains  oi  Caledonia,  have  one  and  the  same  Root,  and  that 
probably  the  early  and  uncorrupted  druidical  Religion  of  this  Island  was, 
with  an  exception  in  favor  of  the  Jews,  more  nearly  allied  to  the  trne  Wor- 
ship of  God,  as  practised  at  the  original  dispersion  of  Mankind,  than  any 
other;  and  with  this  discovery  will  vanish  the  whole  of  those  Fables,  which 
are  founded  on  our  supposed  Scythian  and  ideal  Scandinavian  Gods. 

This  Chapel  will,  necessarily,  lead  to  a  better  understanding  of  this  Lan- 
guage, and  consequently  to  a  more  accurate  examination  of,  and  intimate 
acquaintance  with,  the  ancient  Relicts  of  out-  Island:  hence  too  will  succeed 
a  more  correct  elucidation  of  our  Historv,  for  a  Period  of  many  Hundred 
Years,  which  have  been  consigned  by  Historians  to  the  examination  of 


*  In  the  course  of  their  Proceedings,  the  Conmiittee  resolved  to  present  to 
him  a  Piece  of  Plate  (to  be  defrayed  by  voluntary  Subscriptions),  with  a  suitable 
Inscription,  commejnorative  of  his  meritorious  Services, 
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Aiitiqiiaites,  or  the  Fancv  of  Fabulists.  A  Plnlological  Elucidation  of  this 
kind  will  assist  to  trace  the  course  pursued  by  the  various  Colonists,  at  the 
original  dispersion  of  Mankind,  and,  consequently,  by  fixing  the  priority  of 
Nations,  to  unravel  many  of  their  Customs,  and  much  of  their  Religion 
and  Language,  on  (Grounds  that  may  be  considered  Evidence,  that  speaks 
at  this  moment  to  the  senses  of  the  Polemick;  and  the  Truth  of  one  of 
tlie  most  important  Events  recorded  by  the  sacred  Historian  being  thus 
estal)lished,  the  wavering  are  relieved  from  their  doubts,  the  weak  are 
confirmed  in  the  Belief  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  Sceptic  and  Casuist  are 
ovenvh.elmed  in  the  mazes  of  their  own  sophistry. 

If  any  of  you,  should  think  that  your  Committee  have,  in  this  instance, 
taken  a  too  sanguine  view  of  this  Institution,  your  Committee  still  feel  confi- 
dent, they  cannot  err  in  supporting  and  promoting  it,  founded  as  it  is  on  princi- 
ples, which  are  calculated  to  promote  the  temporal  and  eternal  Interests  of 
Mankind ;  they,  therefore,  conclude  their  Labours  by  earnestly  recom- 
mending to  this  Meeting  and  their  Friends,  to  persevere  in  their  Exertions 
to  promote  to  the  utmost  of  their  power  the  Establishment  of  the  London 
Cat  lie  C/iaj)el.
